office hours no official announcement
had come of the capture of the Spanish
merchantman near Key West,

There were two Important steps in
Washington todity towards actunl hos-
tilities, not 1o mention the overt act
Involved In Lthe gelzure of the Spanish
versel, Buena Ventura, off Key West,
The first was the lssue by the presi-
dent of his proclamsation announcing
to the world a blockade of a number of
Cuban ports, and the second wes the
siguing by him of the bill providing for
the utillzation of the volunteer forees
in war, Then Iin addition there wns a
notable retirement from the navy de-
partment in the case of Caplain Royal
B. Bradford, chief of the equipment
divigion Cuptain PBradford has had
great practical experlence In naval
matters, and he presigns his office so
that he can join in active servioe, The
resighution will e aceepted and by vips
tue of his rank, ox well as to mark the
high regard entertalned for him hy the
ardminigtration, Captaln Bradford will
be glven command of one of the best
of the avallable ships in the navy.

OUR WAR POLICY.

Following up the formalitiee hegin-
ning with the blockade proclamation,
the state department this afternoon nd-
dressed an Wentical note to all foreign
nations, notifying them of the policy
to be pursued by this government in
the matter of privateering and neutral-
iy, Thiz policy declures In brief that
our government will not resort to pris

vateering: that enemy's goods in negs |

tral bottoms, save contraband, are ox-
empt from selzure; that neutral goods
not contraband, under enemy's flag, are
safe from melzure, and that blockades
ta be binding must be offective In
substance, these are the principles lnld
down In the agreement of Parls of 1856
